Education 


in Canada 


No country has planned more 


liberally for education than Can- | 


jada, 
1,200 bottles were dug out of a hay! 


In some of our provingés 
one-cighteenth of the public land 
has been set aside for educational 
purposes and as the population 
increases the land not yet sold 
will grow more valuable. 
Columbia has set apart 2,000,- 
000 acres fo: x provincial uni- 
versity. An addition taxes 
are levied for the support of the 
schools in the district. 


In Canada the provinces have 
control of education and each 
province has established a_sys- 
tem suited to its own needs. Two 
things are the same, however, in 
the educatoinal systems of each 
province. Education is free in the 
lower grades, and the children 
must attend a certain length of 
time. Whfle the attendance law 
is not always enforced, in some 
districts it is hardly needed. 


Ontario has the largest number 
of schools and spends the largest 
amount in education, although Jit 
does not spend as much on every 
individual child as the western 
provinces do. In some of the 
rural schools there are continua- 
tion schools, which provide two 
or even three, years of high 
school work for children who live 
too far away from a high school 
or collegiate institute to attend it. 
Quebec has more schools and 
more teachers than any other pro- 
vince but it does not spend so 
much money as Ontario. Prince 
Edward Island, with the smallest 
population, naturally has the few- 
est children in school. 


Quebec, Ontario, Alberta and 
Saskatchewan have _ separate 
schools for Roman Catholics. The 
other provinces have only one 
system of public school, as in the 
United States, and parents who 
do not wish their children to at- 
tend them, must either support 
private’ schools or send __ their 
children to schools supported by 
churches. Some of the church 
schools receive aid from the gov- 
ernment if they meet certain re- 
quirements. 


The Men Who Manage the Public 
Schools 


In every province there is at 
least one officer in direct charge 
of the public schools, who is usu- 
ally not changed when the gov- 
ernment passes from one party to 
another. He is called Deputy 
Minister, Superintendent of Edu- 
cation, Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, or some such name, 
and has, of course, many assis- 
tants, who visit the schools, ad- 
vise teachers and parents and the 
like. In Quebec the man in charge 
of all the schools has two depu- 
ties called secretaries, one for the 
Protestant schools and the other 
for the Catholic schools.

High Schools and Collegiates 


Beyond the elementary schools 
are the high schools and collegi- 
ate institutes, supported wholly or 
in part by the public. Ontario 
has the best system of high 
schools, but other provinces are 
gaining rapidly. In collegiate in- 
stitutes pupils sometimes can do 
some of the work required in col- 
lege or university. A ete 
the higher schools are ntt-entirely 
free, but small fees are charged. 

Then, too, there are private 
schools and church schools which_ 
prepare for the universities. The 
different provinces also support 
normal schools to prepare men 
and women for teaching. Some 
of these are first class institutions 
in every respect. Some WA the 
universities alse have departments 
of education for the same _ pur- 
pose. 


The Colleges in Canada 


In Canada some colleges give 
degrees, some are parts of a uni- 
versity, some are “‘affiliated’’ with 
a university, which gives a degree 
when satisfied that the students 
are worthy. Some teach _ their 
students on certain subjects, while 
in others they attend classes in a 
university college. Others do not 
give degrees, but only prepare 
students for the university. The 
best known institution of the last 
kind is Upper Canada College, 
Toronto, which has a wide repu- 
tation. Bishop Ridley College at 
St. Catharines, is another well 
known school of this kind. 

In some provinces there are 
agricultural colleges which teach 
scientific farming, and_ technical 
colleges which train men for en- 
gineering, mining and the like. 


Canadian Universities 


There are about twenty insti- 
tutions‘ with university powers in 
this country, but not all of these 
are real universities. Some are 
|too new to have properly devel- 
oped all departments, or to have 
gained a wide repxtation. Some 
are too poor to build the labora- 
tories necessary for the advanced 
study of science, engineering or 
medicine; or to pay great schol- 
ars to join their faculties; for the 
fees which can be charged for 
university instruction can never 
pay its cost. The remainder has 
to be made up the state, the 
church, or by gifst from private 
individuals. Wealthy men of Can- 
ada have made many large gifts 
to some of the universities. 

. Six provinces in Canada have 
provincial universities. These are, 
New Brunswick, Ontario (The 
Manito- 
ba, Saskatchewan and Alberta; 
| British Columbia is developing a 
| great university. McGill Univer- 
| sity was founded by a private in- 
| dividual and has been endowed 
by others. The other universities 
are more or less under the care 
of different churches. 

The best known universities in 
this country are Laval, the great 
Roman Catholic institution at 
Quebec, with a branch in Mont- 
real; McGill, in Montreal, with its 
many schools and affiliated col- 
leges; Queen's at Kingston, 
founded by the Presbyterian 
church, but now attended by 


many other denominations, and 
the University of Toronto, _ the 
largest of them all. In all of 


them, as well as in some of the 
less known institutions, are great 
scholars, some trained abroad, 
some in the United States, _ and 
some are products of the Cana- 
dian institutions themselves.

|A TALE OF THE 
INDIAN MUTINY 


In the great Indian Mutiny 
which took place-in the last cen- 
tury many heroes performed 
brave deeds. 

The mutiny began at Meerut, 
on May 10, 1857, when, after 
murdering their British officers, a 
number of sepoy regiments 
marched to the great city of Del- 
hi, the old capital of the Mogul 
| Empire. 

In the morning the mounted 
troops were scen approaching 
Delhi. ‘The rumor was quickly 
flying from mouth to mouth that 
the army had risen against the 
British, and that the white man's 
rule in India was at an end. The 
troops poured in; the mob was 
soon raging through the streets 
secking for Englishmen to kill. 
| In the telegraph office was a 
young clerk, He made no at- 
tempt to escape but stood coolly 
by his instrument flashing _ his 
warning along the wires to other 
parts of the Punjab. The words 
of his messages show his coolness: 

“The sepoys have come in 
|from Meerut, and are burning 
everything. Mr. Todd is dead, 
and we hear, several Europeans, 
|We must shut up.’ The wires 
|had hardly carried their message 
| when the mutineers broke in and 
}cut him down, 


Another worthy deed is that of 
Lieutenant Willoughby, and his 
eight gallant comrades who were 
in charge of the great powder 
magazine where there was a huge 
store of gunpowder and ammu- 
nition. The mutineers were cer- 
|tain to seize this at the first 
}chance, and to make deadly use 
lof the powder. The place was 
very strong. Even nine men, 
there were no more, might hold 
it for hours; help might come. 
| But if not-—well it was better that 
the magazine should be blown up 
and its defenders perish than 
that it should fall into the hands 
|of the mutineers. 

So the gallant men placed the 
|guns they had where they could 
be used with the best effect, and 
laid a train of powder from the 
magazine itself to the courtyard 
where they must fight. One,

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PROMINENT WESTERN CHARACTERS—SOME 
INTERESTING ANECDOTES OF PEOPLE 
WE ALL KNOW 
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THE EARLS OF MINTO—FATHER AND SON 


All the world loves a romance and many people through- 
out the Dominion of Canada have been interested in the mar- 
riage of the debonnair young Earl of Minto to a beautiful young 
Canadian girl, which took place a few days ago at Montreal. 


It was quite the social event of the season. The Governor 
General was present and one of his daughters was a bridesmaid. 
An aristocratic Scotchman, a nephew of the Rt. Hon. Arthur 
Batéour, was the groomsman, and the elite of Canadian society 
witfigssed the ceremony. 


Lord Minto has been ranching in Alberta for some time. 
He has a fine place, not far from the old Bedingford ranch in 
the famous High River country, which was bought last year by 
the Prince of Wales. He has the family love for horges, guns 
and the out of doors. He is a fine, handsome manly young 
fellow, and his marriage is said to be the culmination of a love 
affair which commenced when he was a lad living in Ottawa 
with his father, who at that time was Governor General of 


Canada. 


The bride is a Catholic, and although mixed marriages are 
frowned upon by the church, Lord Minto has succeeded in over- 
coming the difficulties, and the ceremony was performed, accord- 
ing to the ritual of Rome. 


Lord Minto is the head of the Elliotts, an ancient border 
clan, which, in the days of the old moss troopers held their own 
country inviolate against English invaders, and sometimes con- 
ducted little wars on their own account against the other Scottish 
border clans like the Kerrs, the Scotts and the Rutherfords. The 
motto of the family is a somewhat defiant one. It is “Wha’ dare 
meddle with me,”’ and is a fine expression of the fighting spirit 
which has distinguished the Elliotts from time immemorial. 


His ancestors have risen high in the service of the state. 
There were soldiers and admirals, and great administrators 
amongst them. His father, the late Earl of Minto, was unques- 
tionably the most popular Governor General ever sent from the 
Old Country to Canada. He’ was a soldier and a splendid 
sportsman. As a young man he participated in many of the 
campaigns carried on by Britain in remote portions of the world. 
As a newspaper correspondent he saw a great deal of the Carlist 
fighting that disturbed the mountainous region of Spain in the 
late sixties; he fought with the Turkish army in the war with 
Russia in 1877; and was with Lord Roberts in the Afhgan war. 
He was military secretary to Lord Lansdowne when he was 
Governor General of Canada, and as Viscount Melgund took 
an active part on General Middleton's staff in the North West 
rebellion of 1885. After his tenure of office as Governor General 
of Canada he returned to England, and was appointed to the 
most splendid pro-consulship in the gift of the British Empire, 
that of Viceroy of India. 


But it was as a man and a sportsman that the people of 
Canada came to esteem im. He was a handsome outdoors 
man of the clean-cut British type, with the healthy tan of the 
open places on his face. °Hs was a horseman, a canoeist, and 
one of the best game shots in the Dominion. Indeed horses 
had~been his passion since his youth up and he was one of the 
best gentleman riders in Britain. 


On one occasion all Paris was agog over the race for the 
Grand .Prix, one of the most notable racing events in Europe. 
It was won after a magnificent exhibition of daredevil horse- 
manship by a young Britisher who was riding under an assumed 
name. After the event it leaked out that the successful rider 
was Lord Melgund, the future Governor of Canada and Viceroy 


of India. 


He made several trips to the west during the term of his 
office at Ottawa and with an escort of Mounted Police, took 
long journeys on horseback. He won golden opinions from 


evergbody in the west. An old trooper of the R.N.W.M.P. 
tells the following story: 


Lord Minto was camped at the Qu'Appelle lakes during the 
fall, 1 think of 1902, where he was waging war against the 
ducks, He was alone in his tent one night and the North West 
Mounted Policeman who was acting as sentinel was pacing back- 
wards and forwards in front of the opening. _ All at once the 
tent flap opened and the Governor General came out, 


He said to the sentry, *‘What are you doing here?" 


Th trooper came to the salute and told the duty for which 
he had been detailed. 


“Pretty cold night to be walking around out here,"’ 
the Governor, ‘‘come inside.”

When the sentry was in the tent, which. was comfortable 
and well heated, Lord Minto produced a bottle of excellent 
Scotch whisky and with his own vice-regal hand poured out a 
good three fingers which he handed to the man. 


“Now,” he said, “there is a pile of robes in the corner, 
lie down and have a snooze."’ The trooper protested but the 
Governor was not to, be denied. 


It was actions such as these that endeared him to all the 
people with whom he came in contact in Western Canada. 


His family is greatly esteemed in the Dominion and his son 
bids fair to rival his father in popularity.

THE WESTERN PROVINCES AND THEIR MATURAL 
‘ 


RESOURCES 


OF late years we in the west have heard a great deal of talk 
abolt the way in which the two provinces of Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan have been deprived by the Federal Government of 
control of their natural resources but much of the discussion | 
has been in the nature of rambling talk. Outside ef a few of the 
political leaders very few of the members of the general public 
of the country have a real understanding of the situation. The 
matter has been made a political football which has been tossed 
about by both of the political parties. A few facts in respect 
to the situation may, therefore, be illuminating. 


Away back in the last years of the Isst century when it 
became obvious that if the prairie country was to fulfil its destiny 
provincial status would have to be attained, Sir Frederick Haul- 
tain who was then Premier of the North West Territories, on 
various occasions in the legislature, outlined the terms that he 
thought might serve as a basis for the negotistions between the 
representative of the Territories and the Dominion Government. 
He laid great stress at that time on provincial control of natural 
resources, Indeed ‘no plan which he outlined contemplated any- 
thing else. Basing his argument on the rights of the provinces 
to their lands and all that went with them, he made a claim that 
the Federal authorities were entitled to a refund to the future 
province or provinces the value of the lands alienated for the 
bonusing the Canadian Pacific Railway which was essentially 
a national undertaking. He admitted that the province or pro- 
vinces to be carved out of the North West Territories were 
entitled to pay their proportion of the burden, but it was mani- 
festly unfair that the prairie country should ia this respect have 
to assume the obligations of the eastern provinces and British 
Columbia. When Hon. Walter Scott first went to Ottawa as a 


Federal member he supported the attitude of the Territorial 
administration. 


Early in 1905 Sir Wilfred Laurier stated that a comproinise 
had been reached in respect to the financial terms upon which 
Alberta and Saskatchewan were to enter confederation as pro- 
vinces. There was to be an annual subsidy of $50,000 towards 
the cost of government; a per capita grant on the same basis as 
was granted to the other provinces; and a grant based on a pro 
rata share of the public debt contracted before the admission 
of these provinces to the scheme of confederation, Sir Wilfred 
aiso stated that as the lands in the new provinces were to remain 
the property gf the people of Can-d. as represented by the 
Federal Government there should be pid to the two new pro- 
vinces annually by way of compensation, a sum based upon the 
estimated value of these lands of thirty-seven million, Sve hun- 


dred thousand dollars, 


This proposition was contested on the floor of the House 
by the Conservative opposition. Sir Robert Borden declared 
that the proposal was contrary to the letter and spirit of con- 
federation. He said that he believed the people of the north 
west were entitled to the contro) of their public domain in the 


same manner as were the people of the eastern provinces, 
’ 


Mr. Haultain, who had been the Premier of the north west 


+thought the bargain was a poor one for the western provinces 
from a financial point of view. 


Hon. Walter Scott, however, was in favor of it and he was 
called upon by the Lieutenant Governor to form the first Gov- 
ernment of the new province of Saskatchewan. He was opposed 
by Mr. Haultain, but the Scott Government wos successful in the 


polls. An eastern paper, commenting upon the situation, has 


the following to say: 


This, of course, is an entirely eastern ‘viewpoint, and may 
not commend itself to the inhabitants of the west who are, after 
all, the people most vitally interested. In the past there has 
been too much politics injected into the situation, but there are 
indications that the Federal provincial authorities are using an 
earnest endeavor to deal with this question on its merits and to 
make a real endeavor to remove it from the political realm. It
